in 185-1 he said to I'reston King 


that the formation of the Republican 
party m opposition to the slave oligar- 
chy "would either be a political blun- 


der, 
or it would be a political crime, in 


creating a. conflict in which the govern- 
ment would probably perish." 


In Odo'ier, I860, he wrote to Wil- 


iam Kent that the framers of the Con- 
stitution "recognized no right of con- 
stitutional secession, but they left revo- 
lution organized when it should bo de- 
manJed by the public opinion of the 
State—left it with power to snap the 
tie of confederation, as a nation might 
break a treaty, and to repel coercion, at 
a nation might repel invasion." 


In February, 18G1, he declared at 


the Tweedle Hall Convention that "be 
for one would resist, under any aud all 
circumstances, the use of force to co- 
erce the South into the Union." 


In April, 1801, he refused to sign a 


similar patriotic call for a public meet- 
ing in New York upo^ the fall of Sum- 
ter. 


In February, 18C3, he was one of a 


dozen of tho cxtremest "Copperheads' 
in tbe city of New York who formed a 
Society to publish and diffuse, in the 
darkest hour of the war, the most vir- 
ulent "Copperhead" speeches and pro- 
alavery document1!, which was doing 
the work of the Rebellion as effectually 
as shipping arms and ammunition to 
the rebels. This Society of Mr. Til- 
den's published, among other things, a 
speech of James Brooks, in which he 
said that Mr. Lincoln's proclamation o: 
September, 18C2, "seems to contem- 
plate the exciting of the [slaves to the 
destruction, not only of their masters 
but of women and children." 
It pub- 


lished a speech of Mr. Pugh, in which 
he declared that "the war might have 
been avoided 
. 
. . had not Abra- 


ham Lincoln and the leaders of the 
Republican party refused—constantly 
persistently, stubbornly refused—any 
terms whatsoever. . . . We have 
no governor, in truth, we have only a 
being. 
. , . If I am arrested, as] 


may be to-morrow or before sundown 
and dragged into the presence of a mil 
itary commission, as Yallandigham was 
will you act." 
It published a speech 


of Richard O'Gorman when Horatio 
Seymour was Governor of Now York 
and the rebels hoped he would try to 
withdraw tho State from the war. Mr 
O'Gorman said, and Mr. Tilden's Soci- 
ety published and diffused his word.0, 
"I fear much that, under the pretext 
of restoring the Union, we are strength- 
ening the hands of those whose policy 
fends to destroy our liberties. 
Do you 


ask what, then, is to be done ? I say 
the first thing to be done is to arm the 
State of New York. . . . Let our 
soldiers be drilled, then, not merely for 
parades in the streets, but in camps o 
instruction, and let them be prepared as 
men to defend the rights of our State 
. 
. . 
Although the Union may fall

herent sovereignty is independent in it 
self.

This was wba 
Mr. Tilden and bis society were pub 
lishing and diffusing to cheer the sol 
diers in the ScU and strengthen the 
national patriotic purpose at home in 
the most critical moment of the strug- 
gle, 
Mr. Marble says truly that Mr 


Tilden's "position in respect to tho war 
was never open to the slightest doubt.'

and who gave his money, his reasoning; 
and countenance to those who were try- 
ing to snap it, should now be made the 
chijf magistrate of the Union merely 
because he calls himself a "reformer."
